tion so that it may act as a 
lever in moving the body for- 
ward. Shoes with staright inner 
lipes will help prevent this com- 
mon deformity. If your foot has 
suffered a lot from improper 
shoes, it is a good idea to go to 
u specialist and have him recom- 
mend corrective exercises and 
give you a proper fitting. If 
your arches are weak. you must 
pay special attention to your 
walk (toes in, always! and take 
exercises or use supports. Car- 
rective exercises are preferable. 

Aside from comfor:able shoes, 
your feet will appreciate proper 
care. One rule is to relax your 
leet by changing your hose and 
shoes at least once during the 
day. Perspiration is alsc a prob- 
lem if you must be on your fect 
all day in a hot, stuffy house, 
and you should do wita! you can 
to relieve it. Bathe your. feet 
once or twice a day in warr 
water, then plunge them quickly 
into cold water. Follow this with 
a brisk rub with common table 
salt; rinse again and dry thor- 
oughly. 

If swelling occurs, try this lo- 
tion, which is soothing and will 
help retuce both the swelling 
and the amount of perspiration. 
Mix toget’er two ounces of 
witch hazel, o e-ha't ounce of 
zlum, one ounce tannic acid and 


slx ounces of al ohol. If your 
feet are dreadfully tnin-skinned 
and sensitive, then use warm 
olive oil, a rich cream or non- 
arying hand lotion instead of 
the shghtly astringent lotion 
ebove. Camphor ice ig also 


soothing to tired, swoilen feet. 
Alter your nightly foot bath, 
place the thumb firmly on the 
arch and massage the foot with 
firm, rotary movements with all 
cr the fingers.

Prof. Pavlov Flaunts 
The Soviet... And They 


Tolerate Him 


T ISN'T OFTEN that a govern- 

ment rewards or piles honors 
upon a man who is frankly op- 
posed f6 its regime. Still, such a 
situation, exists today in Russia 
and the man is Préf. Ivan Petro- 
vitch Pavlov, 84 years old, and 
one of the oldest members of the 
Russian Academy of Science as 
well as tne world’s dean of phys- 
1singy. 

The Soviet government, which 
under normal conditions makes 
short work of eliminating its 
outspoken enemies, is not un- 
uware of Professor Pavlov's po- 
nocal opinions cr is the Soviet 
Republic. For the grand old man 
of Russian science has never, in 
the years since the Bolsheviks 
came into power, troubled to veil 
his attitude. 

Curiously, Pavlov is the con Gi 
a humble priest in the Greek Or- 
thodox Church. Under the pres- 
ent Soviet educational policy, as 
opponents oi the system delignt 
to point out, Professor Pavlov 
would have been barred from an 
education and Russia, and the 
world as well, would presumably 
have been poorer by one genius. 

In answer to this argument, 
the Communists point to Pav- 
lov’s political opinions. ‘There,’ 
they say, “is tangible evidence of 
our contention that sons of 
priests usually turn out to be re- 
actionaries.” If they risk losing 
«<n occasional genius, they prefer 
that risk to what they consider 
the certainty of encouraging en- 
emies in their midst. 


* * * 


ROFESSOR PAVLOV. belongs 

distinctly to an older genera- 
tion politically, although he has 
been, for more than eighty years 
among the youngest in his own 
field of endeavor. His is not, of 
course, the first instance when 
iconoclasm in science is coupled 
with conservatism in politics. 
Pravda, the official mouthpiece 
of the Communist Party, supple- 
ments its eulogy of the Profes- 
sor, the professional physiologist, 
with an attack on Pavlov, the 
amateur sociologist. 

Says the newspaper Pravda: 
“The history of science and of 
great men has proved more than 
once that it is necessary to dis- 
tinguish clearly between the ob- 
jective idea of a scientific doc- 
trine and the subjective feeling 
of its author. Unfortunately, in 
the person of Pavlov we have an 
exemple when the objectively 
revolutionary spirit of a doctrine 
is followed by — let say it 
straigntforwardly — subjectively 
reactionary views on social prob- 
lems.” 

On many occasions and on the 
least provocation, Professor P.v- 
lov has charged “the destruction

of cultural values by ignorant 
Communisis’” and condemned 
what he ccnsidered Sovict ul- 


treatment of men of science, He 
has never given his endorsement 
to the “class policv” in Soviet 
universities, which excludes the 
sens of former aristocrats, land- 
lords, priests and the like. 

More recently he was one of 
the very few Russian ecademi- 
cians who voted openly, against 
new members proposed by .scien- 
tific organizations of the :oviet 
and opposed every effort the So- 
viet regime made to bring the 
Academy into line politically. 

Nevertheless, the Council of 
People’s Commissars, on a recent 
birthday, made public an order 
appropriating 100,000 rubles to 
the Pavlov laboratory in Lenin- 
grad. All branches of the gov- 
ernment were further instructed 
to. collaborate in making the 
Pavlov researches as successful 
as possible. Th.s unusual situ- 
ation may be explained largely 
by the nature of Professor Pav- 
lov’s work. 

The scientist’s studies of “con- 
ditioned reflexes” provide a ma- 
terialistic explanation for many 
aspects of human.behavior, espe- 
cially with segard to the working 
of the htunan min» Until his 
researches along the-e lines were 
vevealed, idealism and religion 
were offered as explanations. 
One Moscow newspaper once ex- 
Plained it this way: “Professor 
Pavlov's work has abolished the 
soul.” 

Professor Pavlov himself will 
deny any such things, but his 
discoveries, to the Communists, 
a more eloquent than his he- 
iefs. 


Helping a Canary to 
Regain Voice 


Most canaries stop singing 
curing moulting period. If they 
do not recover their voices when 
the season is over, the cause may 
be exposure to drafts or sudden 
changes in temperatzre. Chang- 
ing environment sometimes 
causes bird to stop singing tem- 
porarily. Some birds. stop sing- 
ing when they get too fat -or 
when they are bothered with lice 
or mites. 

In such cases, mix some flax- 
seed with the bird’s regular seed 
and add half a teaspcon of 
honey to the drinking water. 
Three or four times a week add 
eight drops of a bird tonic to 
the drinking water instead of 
honey.
